It id eighteen miles from the 
sea coast, has an elevation of 2,800 feet, 
and is. surrounded l>y a group of volca- 
noes, t«-n of winch arc actn e, San Miguel 
and Izalco, and present a magnificent 
display to the passengers ot nteamers 
Bailing idling tho coast, constantly dis- 
charging inures of hna which flow 
down their sides in blazin^'totrcnt.s1. 


Izalco id ai regular as a clock, tho 


eruption occurring like tho beating of a 
mighty pulse, e\vry hevcn minutes. It 
is impossible to concen i> of a grander 
spcctaclejhaii this monster, rising 7,000 
feet almo-t directly from the tea, an im- 
mense \ohmuv of smoke, liku iiplurno, 
continually pouring out of its summit 
and broken \\ith such icgulariry by 
masses ot llamc rising 1,000 feet, that it 
has been named El Faro del Salvador— 
the Ijghthou,se of Salvador. It is in 
many respects the most remarkable vol- 
cano in tho world, because its discharges 
have continued so long and with biich 
regularity, and because the tumult in 
the cartli's bowels is always to be heard. 
Its explosions are constant, and are aud- 
ible a hundred miles oil. It is tho only 
volcano that has originated on this con- 
tinent since the discovery by Columbus. 
It arose from tho plain in tho spring of 
1770 
in the mulst of what had been for 


nearly a hundred years a magnificent 
coffee and iiulmo plantation.—Guate- 
mala Mar.

ing the pas-t tive years. The doctor re- 
ferred to chri-tened the disease "OjUartz 
dust consumption," and says the only 
remedy for it is to emigrata to moistex 
climates like Oregon or \Vashington ter- 
ritory or locate "t^i bands that are eadfr 
from the kiss of tfie sea.1' The prevent- 
ive is to keep the streets thoroughly wet 
down and to cease ballasting them with 
quartz.—Virginia (Xev.) Chronicle.

important DbcoverieB Which Have B«en 


Mad« Through Accidents. 


Valuable discoveries have been made, 


and valuable inventions suggested, by 
he veriest accidents. 
An alchemist, 


while seeking to discover a mixture of 
earths that would make the most dur- 
ible crucibles, oue day found that he 
lad made porcelain. 
The power of 


enses, as applied to the telescope, was 
discovered by a watchmaker's uppren- 
ice. While holding spectacle glasses 
>etween his thumb and finger lie was 
startled at the suddenly enlarged appear- 
ance of a neighboring church spire. The 
art of etching upon glass was discovered 
>y a Nuremberg glass cutter. By acci- 
dent a few drops of aqua fortis fell upon 
liis spectacles. 
He noticed that the 


jlass became corroded and softened 
where tho acid had touched it. That was 
:iint enough. 
Ho drew figures upon 


glass with varnish, applied the corroding 
luid, then cut away the glass around the 
drawing. 
When the varnish was re- 


moved the figures appeared raised upon 
a dark ground. 


Slezzotinto owed its invention to the 


simple accident of the gun barrel of a 
sentry becoming rusted with dew. The 
swaying to and fro of a chandelier in a 
cathedral suggested to Galileo the appli- 
cation of the pendulum. 
The art of 


.ithograpiling was perfected through sug- 
gestions made by accident. A poor niu- 
itcian was curious to know whether 
music could not bo etched upon stone as 
well as upon copper. 
After he had pre- 


pared his slab his mother asked him to 
nakc a memorandum of such clothes as 
she proposed to send away to be washed. 
Sot liaving pen, ink and paper con- 
venient, he wrote the list on tne stone 
with the etching preparation, intending 
x> make a copy of it at leisure. A few 
days later, when about to clean the 
stone, he wondered what effect aqua 
fortis would have upon it. He applied 
:ho acid, and in a few minutes saw tho 
writing standing out in relief. The next 
step necessary was simply to ink the 
stone and take off an impression. 


The shop of a Dublin tobacconist, by 


ihe name of Lundyfoot, was destroyed 
by lire. While he was gazing dolefully 
into tho smoldering ruins, he noticed 
that his poorer neighbors were gathering 
tho smiir from the canisters. lie tested 
tho snuff for himself, and discovered 
that the fire had largely improved it« 
pungency and aroma. It was a hint 
worth profiting by 
Ho secured another 


shop, built a lot of ovens, subjected the 
snuff to a heating process, gave the 
brand a particular name, and in a few 
vears became rich through an accident 
which ho at first thought had completely 
ruined him. The process of whitening 
sugar was discovered in a curious way.
